Colonial 
Style Now 
in Vogue 


So popular have the colontal styles 
of archilecture been in this country 
that most people have the impres- 
sion. that the style is of American 
origin. The fact is, the style is of 
English origin, says Mr. Arthur C. 
Clausen, 

A little band of prominent archi- 
tects, headed by Sir Christopher Wren, 
thinking that England had tired of her 
Gothic architecture, tried to make a 
distinct departure from the Gothic 
styles and, using the classic architec- 
ture (especially as found throughout 
modern Italy) as a basis, evolved what 
is known as the Georgian style. This 
was during the formative period — of 
American colonization. The style was 
quite popular in England fdr a time, 
and it is therefore quite natural that 
the younger architects who came 
across the Atlantic to make their for- 
tunes in the new world, should carry 
with them the impression of this style, 
with the result) that all of the early 
architecture of this country was in the 
Georgian style. Its association with 
our early history, however, had given 
to it the name of colonial architecture. 

Since Jack of money and lack of 
skilled labor made it necessary to build 
practically all of the buildings crected 
in the colonial days of wood, the style 
had to be modified to meet the condi- 
tions whieh a wooden structure — im- 
posed, This fact has given colonial 
architecture the nickname of “The 
Carpenter's Renaissance’’—in other 
words, the classic orders as worked up 
and applied by carpenters. This name 
is not entirely misapplied, for at that 
time the workman elevated his calling 
and became an artist and designer, as 
well as laborer, For the reason of 
convenience and greater skill along 
both lines, the designer of a building 
and its builder are two different men, 
the same as the doctor and the drug- 
vist who fills is prescriptions are no 


longer the same individual, except in 
hie small villages. 


Since the colonial style is a renais- 
sance of classical architecture and co- 
lonial buildings are necessarily rectang- 
ular in shape, the most prominent type 
lis a large home with the broad side of

It has been said many times that 
the public can restrain no man in the 
use of his property, except so far as is 
necessary to preserve the — public 
health, the public safety and the pub- 
lic morals; and the favorite argument 
of the advocate of the billboard is that 
its homely presence, however distaste- 
ful infringes none of these three public 
obligations, and that {ts existence is 
therefore sacred under the constitu- 
tion. That this has been so held by 
the courts of the last resort in a num- 
ber of our states, there can be no 
doubt. It is, however, equally true 
that by far the larger majority of the 
American states have never passed 
fInally upon the subject through their 
highest courts, and that it is still an 
open question to them as to how far 
regulations may go. 

With this in mind, we prepared our 
present code, of billboard regulations. 
These regulations are directed toward, 
lirst, the character; of 
may be used; second, 
their height and area; 
them from ,the ground; fourth, main- 
taining ah open space at the end; 
fifth, restricting their proximity to the | 
‘street and maintaining the house line; 
and sixth, restricting the matter that 
may be exposed on them, These, 
with the exception, possibly, of the 
fifth, are all matters which are un- 
doubtedly properly within the scope of 
city’s right to regulate, There 
remains, then, only one question as to 
the resulations, that is, whether or not 
they are reasonable regulations, for, 
in order to be constitutional, such re-

We 
exempt from the operation of the act 
the interior of ball park fepees and 
the like. 

“Phe man who, expending his ener- 
gies Wholly on private affairs, re- 
fuses {to take trouble about public 
aairs, plum'ng himself on his wisdom 
in minding his own business, is blind 
to the fact that his own business is 
made possible only by maintenance of 
a healthy social state, and that he 
loses all around by defective govern- 
mental arrangements. Where — there 
are many like-minded with himself— 
where, as a consequence, offices come 
to be filled by political adventurers 
and opinion is swayed by demagogues 
——Where bribery viliates the adminis- 
tration of law and makes fraudulent 
state transactions habitual, heavy pen- 
alties fall on the community at large, 
and, among others, on those who have 
thus done everything for self and 
nothing for society. Their invest- 
ments are insecurc, recovery of their 
debts is difficult, and even their lives 
are less safe than they would other- 
wise have been,'’——-Herbert Spencer.
